He  shall  call  a  general  meeting  of  the  persons 
who  are  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and  shall, 
at  least  seven  days  before  the  date  of  the  said 
meeting,  post  in  a  conspicuous  place  at  the  post- 
office  or  other  public  building  in  the  tract  of 
land  hereinbefore  described  a  notice  signed  by 
him  giving  the  date,  time,  and  place  of  holding 
the  said  meeting.  The  Returning  Officer  shall 
be  chairman  of  the  said  meeting,  and  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  clause  5  he  shall  have 
power  to  determine  whether  or  not  any  person 
who  desires  to  vote  is  qualified  to  do  so.

At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  general

The  secretary  shall  enter  in  a  book  provided 
by  the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes  of  all 
matters  brought  before  the  meeting  and  the 
action  taken  thereon.  At  any  general  meeting 
every  person  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  who  is  a 
Canadian  citizen  and  is  twenty-one  years  old

“  If  the  employee  is  in  receipt  of 
remuneration  from  the  Provincial  Gov¬ 
ernment  at  a  rate  of  $5  per  day,  or 
less,  the  sick-leave  shall  be  granted 
without  pay : 

“  If  the  employee  is  in  receipt  of 
remuneration  from  the  Provincial  Gov¬ 
ernment  exceeding  $5  per  day,  he  shall 
be  entitled  only  to  that  portion  of  his 
remuneration  which  exceeds  $5  per  day :

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary.
